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JUDGE A. G. BOARD 
SINKS TO REST 

After a Long Illness'-One of the 
County's Honored and Us ful 
Citizens Entered Into Res*. 



At 4:1"> o'clock this morning Judge 
A. G. Board breathed his la^t and Bank 
peacefully to rest at the Fountain sani- 
'tariurn, wnere he had been under treat- 
rn*nt for some week-. Me had been in 
.flH UK health for several years, and for 
trie past vear had been i-m.: ti. •': his 
home the greater part of the time. 
Nothing was left undone that medical 
■kill could suggest, and no attentiotj 
was omitted that a deathless love and a 
sleepless solicitude could bestow. No 
effort, however, could stay the march 
of the grim destroyer, and the end came 
quietly and peacefully at the hour 
stated. Forewarned, however, is not 
forearmed in matters of this kind, and 
knowledge of approaching dissolution 
did not remove one pang of grief for 
the loved ones who waited bv his bed- 
side. 

Judge Hoard was born in Hardins 
bury, Breckenridge county, Kentucky, 
April 14, is.1l, making him 58 years and 
7 months of age at the time of his death. 
He came to Texas in 1*73 when a young 
man nineteen years of age, and settled 
in Brazos county and for several years 
was engaged in teaching school at 
Alexander and other places. 

He came to Bryan to live in the early 
eighties, and at the general election in 
1888 was elected district clerk of the 
county. He served the county *s dis- 
trict clerk lor six years, when he was 
elected county attorney, which position 
he held for four years. In 1S!»S he was 
elected county judge and served in this 
capacity for fourteen years consecu- 
tively, retiring only a few davs ago 

In every official position held by 
Judge Board his record was one of ef- 

±ency and faithful set vice. He was 
ays st his post of duty, was cour- 
. teous, considerate and obliging. There 
was no favor he cou Id grant that he did 
not do so willinglv, and his manner was 
so gentle and kind that the humblest 
citizen in the county could approach 
him with the full assurance of receiving 
everv possible consideration. 

As county judge of Brazos county he 
did his best work. He was thoroughly 
engrossed in the affairs of Brazos coun- 
ty and watched afler them with a sleep- 
less vigilance. The roads and bridges 
of the county received his special at- 
tention, and during the discussion of 
the bond issue for road purposes that 
was voted on last year, it was concedtd 
on all sides that the roads and bridges 
of the county had improved one hun- 
dred per cent in the past decade. He 
made an enviable record as county 
judge, and everv department of the 
county government was kept at a high 
standard. 

During his tenure of office he was ad- 
mitted to the bar as a practicing at- 
torney, and during the remainder of 



his active years enjoyed a large prac- 
tice in the several courts wherein he 
was not disqualified by reason of his 
official positions. 

As a man and citizen he measured up 
to the highest standard. Every duty 
and obligation of life and citizenship 
were discharged fully and comi letely. 
No man ever lived who was truer to his 
friends than Ju'l«t- B >.ird, and as this 
writ« I '\as In qneiitly heard said of him, 
"the nuliis wire never too dark nor 
the road., too long" for him to serve his 
frieacs As m result he himsell had a 
host of friends, and was loved and es- 
teemed by all 

As husband and fulner, he was kind, 
gentle and indulgent. There was no 
wish of any member of his family that 
was not granted it within his power, 
and his hi me life and home tits were 
dearer to him than even life itself. 

He was a member ot the Methodist 
church, the Ki ightsof Pythias and Klks 
lodges. 

On June 14, I87I, he.was united in 
marriage to Miss Mury Elisabeth*!) >d- 
son. daughter of Mr. and Mrs. W. C. 
Pods — 1 residing now at Waco. He is 
survived by his widow and six children, 
viz: Miss Ada Board, Mrs S. C. Boyle, 
Guy M. Bo.ird, Charley Board, Miss 
Irene Board of this city, and Mrs. T. B. 
Sammons, of Mission, Tex. The pro- 
found sympathy of the entire com- 
munity is extended to the bereaved 
family in this their night of sorrow. 

The funeral will be held from the 
family home tomorrow afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock, and the services will be 
conducted by his pastor, Rev. Glenn 
Flinn, assisted by Rev. J. R. Finley.

UNDER PEEL 
POST SYSTEM 



Government Goes Into Business 
of Transmitting Merchandise 
Through the Mails. 



NEW LAW FULLY EXPLAINED 



Country Divided Into Zones and 
Unit* for Purpose of Fixing Charges 
for Carriage — No Package Welgh- 

! Ing More Than Eleven Pounds Is 
Mailable — Anything Properly Wrap- 
ped Which Will Not Injure Other 
Mail May Be Sent.

With the coming of the New Year 
the United States government will en- 
ter into a new field of enterprise — 
the transmittal of merchandise by 
^what Is known as the parcel post. 
For years there has been a demand 
for such a system of Inexpensive 
transmittal of packages. The camps 
of favor and disfavor of the parcel 
post scheme have been about equally 
divided Finally at the last session, 
of congress a bill was passed which 
will put the plan Into operation, but 
only It must be said In little more 
than an experimental way. 

It is the Intention of I'ncle Sam to 
movi' rather slowly in the parcel post 
matter He wants to find how popu- 
lar it will be, how much it will cost 
the government, and whether there is 
to be a profit or loss at the end of 
each year If it Is found that the 
plan Is successful from the point of 
view of the people, which means the 
government also, the parcel post will 
be extended until finally it reaches 
the proportions which Its proponents 
say they believe it Is destined to as- 
cum< 

Zone System Explained. 

It is no exaggeration to say that 
thousands upon thousands of Inquir- 
ies have been made of the postmaster 
general as to Just what the parcel 
post will mean to the people. It was 
the law nf rongress establishing the 
system which made provision for a 
division of the country into xones 
and Into 35.000 units which are to bo 
used :>s centers in describing the cir- 
cles which mark the boundaries of 
the zones. There has been no clear 
understanding, apparently, of this 
zone system, but really It is a very 
simple matter 

The accompanying map shows the. 
country divided Into zones from the 
unit iu which Washington Is sit- 
uated, as the center. Accompanying 
the map Is a table showing the rate 
of pest age per pound for parcels from 
Washington to places within all the 
tones. 

Kach unit contains an area thirty 
miles square. Now each unit is a 
center from which the zones are 
drawn and so every unit In the coun- 
try no matter where It is situated will 
have /ones drawn from it just exactly 
as W ishtafjtM has them drawn from 
It. For instance, take Keokuk, la., 
which Is in a unit in the fifth zone. 
Prom that will be drawn circles ex- 
actly as they are drawn from Wash- 
ington and they will be numbered from 
Keokuk as number one, Just as they 
are numbered from Washington as 
number one. Of course, however, 
Zone Six will have a dlffereut geo- 
graphical position as related to Keo- 
kuk than It has as related to Wash- 
ington, but as the radius of the circles 
drawn from Keokuk Is the same 
length as the radius of the circles 
drawn from Washington, Keokuk's 
Zone Six will be Just as far from Ha 
center as Washington's Zone Six is. 
How Rates Are Fixed. 

It can be seen from this readily 
enough that the postal rates from 
Washington to Its particular zone will 
be th> same as the postal rates from 
Keokuk to its particular zones. Kach 
unit being about thirty miles square 
will of course contalc in most cases a 
number of postoltices, but eacb office 
In the same unit Is considered as be- 
ing the center of the circles from 



RATES OF POSTAGE 

Parcels weighing four ounces or less are mailable at the rate 
of one cent for each ounce or fraction of an ounce, regardless of 
distance. Parcels weighing more than four ounces are mailable 
at the pound rate,as shown by the following table, and when mailed 
at this rate any fraction of a pound is considered a full pound.

which the zones are drawn. The 
rates of postage are fixed from the 
unit In which the sending postofflce is 
situated, but the price to every place 
In any zone is just the same. To il- 
lustrate, it will cost exactly the same 
amount to send a parcel from Wash- 
ington to Erie, Pa., that it costs to 
send It to Atlanta, Ga., because Erie 
and Atlanta with reference to Wash- 
ington are situated in the fourth 
zone. The rates therefore are fixed 
from the unit In which the postofflce 
Is located, but they are the same 
from that office to any point In any 
one zone. 

It will be seen by reference to the 
table of rates of postage that it will 
cost more per pound to send a pack- 
age a long distance than it does to 
send it a Fhort distance. The rate ln- 
er— s.M for a package weighing one 
pound at the rate of one cent for 
each /one. No package weighing 
more than 11 pounds can be sent un- 
der the new parcel post law. It 
should be said right here that on the 
long hauls the parcel post may not 
be able to compete with the express 
companies, but that on shorter hauls 
it can so compete. It was the ex- 
pressed desire of the legislators and 
Df MM postnftlce officials that the par- 
C«] post system should be made of 
particular use to persons having farm 
and factory products to transmit to 
customers. It Is probable that pro- 
ducers must study the rates of post- 
age and the convenience of trans- 
mittal and compare them with the 
cost and convenience under present 
methods before Individually a man can 
determine whether he is to profit or 
not by the change. Then there is an- 
oih. r thing to be considered and 
which only can be known definitely 
wh.n fuller regulations have been 
made to specify exactly what kind of 
things can be sent by parcel post. It 
ran be said In a general way that any- 
thing can be sent which Is properly 
wrapped and which will not Injure 
other mall matter with which it may 
come In contact. 

Copy Foreign Countries. 
It is probable that thl government 
will adopt a means of transportation 
for certain kinds of Its merchandise 
much like those which have been 
adopted In parcel post countries 
abroad. What the English call ham- 
pers, basket-like arrangements, prob- 
ably will be adopted, and as these can 
be kept separate from the ordinary 
mall matter It is believed that the 
regulations as finally adopted will al- 
low the sending of eggs, butter, dress- 
ed poultry, live poultry, honey, fruit, 
and other products of the country. 

The 11-pound limit for a single pack- 
age may work at first against any 
very extended use of the parcel post 
for some of the articles which have 
been named. Of course, more weight 
can be sent if It Is sent in different 
parcels, but the cost In that case 
would be heavier because the in- 
crease per pound on a single package 
is not great up to 1 1 pounds, and 
It would increase at no great- 
If the government were to 
raise the limit of weight which is now 
fixed To make it simpler, it will 
cost more to seud two packages of 11 
pounds than it would to seud one 
package of 22 pounds If the govern- 
eventually should allow a heavi- 



er single package to be carried and 
should charge in proportion just what 
It does now for gne package of 11 
pounds weight. 

Every postmaster in the United 
States will have a parcel post map 
like the one which is here reproduced 
except that the zone lines will be 
shown with the unit of his postofflce 
as a center. All that a postmaster 
will have to do when a parcel Is pre- 
sented for transportation is to find 
out in what zone the destination of 
the package lies. His table will show 
him instantly the rate per pound from 
the unit in which his postofflce lies 
to the zone of the package's destina- 
tions, the price as has been explained 
before, to every postofflce In any one 
zone being the same. The parcel post 
will take nothing but fourth-class mat- 
ter. Printed matter Is still In the 
thirdclass designation. Therefore 
books cannot be sent by the parcel 
post system. This the postofflce au- 
thorities seem to think is in a way 
unjust and may work a hardship. It 
may be that in the future the law will 
be changed so as to include all print- 
ed matter. It seems to be certain that 
nn attempt will be made to bring 
about this change as speedily as pos- 
sible. 

Must Bear Stamp. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock has 
ordered that postmasters be advised 
that parcel post packages cannot be 
accepted for mailing unless they bear 
a distinctive parcel post stamp and 
have attached to them the return card 
of the sender. A series of distinctive 
stamps is now in course of prepara- 
tion for this class of mall as required 
by the law creating the parcel post 
system. Consignments of these 
stamps will bo ready for shipment to 
all postofflces in ample time for the 
establishment of the new system on 
New Year's day. 

The postofflce department has given 
instruction to every postmaster In the 
country to enlighten his patrons as 
much as possible on the general sub- 
ject of the parcel post and especially 
on the use of the special stamps and 
the necessary attachment of the re- 
turn card. The law r. quires that all 
fourth-class matter mailed a ier Jan- 
uary I, 191 :i, without parcel post 
stamps attached shall be treated as 
"Held for postage" matter. Parcel 
post packages will be mailable only 
at postofflces, branch postofflces, let- 
tered and local named stations, and 
such numbered stations as may be 
designated by the postmasters. 

It has been announced by Postmas- 
ter Oneral Hitchcock that nearly 70,- 
f.00 scales will be required for use In 
the parcel post system which is to go 
Into effect January 1st. He has ac- 
cordingly authorized the issuance of 
bids for that number. Two hundred 
of the largest postofflces and their 
branches will be supplied with auto- 
matic sprlngless scales. The next 
class of offices, numbering about 10,- 
000. will be given high grade beam 
scale, while the four class offices, 
numbering about 65,000. will be fur- 
nished with the best spring balances 
obtainable, each having a capacity for 
twenty pounds. These scales will be 
used by postmasters to determine the 
amount of postage required on parcel 
post packages. The fact that many 
of the postofflces of the country are 



now furnished with scales of a limited 
capacity makes It necessary for the 
postmaster general to make this very 
large purchase of scales capable of 
taking enrn of the parcel post busi- 
ness. It is understood that this will 
be the largest single order ever placed 
for scales. 

Rate on Seeds Not Affected. 

It should be said that the act of 
congress which puts a parcel post plan 
Into operation does not in any way 
pffect the postage rate on seeds, cut- 
tings, bulbs, mots, scions and plants 
as fixed by section 482 of the postal 
laws and regulations. 

The classification of articles mail- 
able as well as the weight limit, the 
rates of postage, zone or zones and 
other conditions of mallabillty under 
the act of congress, if the postmaster 
general shall find on experience "that 
they or any of them are such as to 
prevent the shipment of articles de- 
sirable, or shall permanently render 
the cost of the service greater than 
the receipts of the revenue therefrom, 
he Is hereby authorized, subject to the 
consent of the Interstate commerce 
commission after Investigation, to re- 
form from time to time such classifi- 
cation, weight limit, rates, zone or 
zoneB or conditions, in order to pro- 
mote the service to the public or to 
insure the receipt of revenue from 
Fuch service adequate to pay the cost 
thereof." 

Through many years different mem- 
bers of the house and senate have 
been interested in promoting parcel 
post legislation. Among the men most 
active In securing the legislation 
which soon is to go into effect as 
law are Senator Jonathan Bourne of 
Oregon, Representatives David J. 
Lewis of Maryland and William Sul- 
zer of New York, who has just been 
elected governor of that state. 

To ascertain conditions surrounding 
the establishment of the parcel post 
system In places differing widely In 
size, climate and Industries, Postmas- 
ter General Hitchcock recently sum- 
moned to Washington, to confer with 
the special parcel post committee, the 
postmasters of five typical offices. 
They are William H. Davis, Pittsburg, 
Pa.; Daniel T. Gerow. Jacksonville, 
Fla.; II, H. Joster. Wilmington, Del.; 
E. M. C. Qulmby, Suffolk, Va., and 
Henry N. Bradley, Charlestown, W. 
Va. 

Confer With Postmasters. 

The postmasters of the five largest 
offices In the country have already 
appeared before the committee, so 
Pittsburg was represented as being a 
large first class office, though smaller 
than any of the greater five, and as 
being the center of a tremendous man- 
ufacturing area. The postmaster of 
Pittsburg reported that the board of 
trade of that city has a special parcel 
post committee, working toward 
bringing the consumer and producer 
nearer to each other by the new sys- 
tem. He also said that many of the 
merchants are planning to have their 
city deliveries made by parcel post. 

Wilmington, Del., represented a 
large farming and manufacturing dis- 
trict, with Its mall connections close 
with Philadelphia, one of the largest 
offices. Jacksonville is the largest of- 
fice in Florida, and the outlet for all 
the mull of the state. It Is peculiar 
in having a special Increase of force 
In winter, the tourist season, and the 
postmaster said that It was expected 
that travelers would use the parcel 
post extensively In sending home five 
and ten-pound packages of fruit. 

Suffolk. Va.. and CharleBtown, W. 
Va., are both very small second class 
offices, one in the tide-water district, 
with large truck interests; the other 
far Inland In an orchard country, with 
diversified farm products. The post- 
masters of both offices reported great 
Interest in the parcel post, and said 
that they had continual 
gardlng its

IS READ BY ALL CLASSES 



Dally Newspaper Best Advertising 
Medium snd Should Bs Used by 
Small Dealers and Msrchants. 

Thst the newspaper Is the best pos- 
sible advertising medium for the small 
advertiser and that the advertiser 
must use more care in get- 
ting up his advertisements for small 
fpace, were the declarations made by 
otto S. Bruck In an Illustrated talk to 
the Dallas (Tex.) Ad. league recently. 

"It Is the small advertiser who la 
supporting fake advertising schemes 
and losing money every day, simply 
because the nverage small advertiser 
<i""s not take the time to analyze 
propositions put up to him by a glqV 
tougued solicitor. The question is 
vill the average 'scheme' bring re- 
suits? Can the same amount of money, 
ii expended in some other medium, 
bring bettor results? What class of 
people can be reached? How many 
people, If any, will see the ad. In the 
special scheme? They simply fall for 
the fakes because they are seemingly 
cheap In price, perhaps a dollar or so, 
but In the long run the small advertis- 
ers are separated from a lot of money 
end then they cry that advertising 
does not pay. They have never really 
advertised — only supported a lot of 
grafters. 

"Small advertisers should nse the 
newspapers as their basic medium*. 
The newspaper goes Into all classes of 
homes and It Is looked for every day. 
It is cheaper, for the newspaper has a 
distribution which makes it reach the 
people. 

"Small advertisers pay too little at* 
tention to copy, which 1b the vital 
I>olnt of any advertisement. A major- 
ity of the small advertisers use sign- 
board copy In their small newspaper 
ads., when that is the very space 
where they have opportunity to give 
a regular sales talk. Just as if their 
customers were In the stores. Think 
more of what you are going to say in 
your ads. and less about the cost of 
them, and the results will surprise 
you. 

"Many advertisers of this character 
are not regular enough. One knock 
with a hammer never drives the nail 
home. It takes three or four steady 
blows for each nail, and it is the same 
way with advertising. Keep up the 
lick. 

"Some small advertisers very 
wisely expend all their money in one 
method of advertising. A merchant 
who will spend every cent for painted 
displays and nothing on newspaper 
advertising is a fit subject for the 
bankruptcy court. If you use painted 
displays, figure how many people will 
pass these signs and realize how lim- 
ited are your facilities for advertising 
the prices of the articles you sell. If 
you can stand the pressure, get on the 
signboards, too; but If you can use 
your money to greater advantage and 
tell more people about your good3 
and get your prices before the public, 
don't you think it would be foolish for 
you to use just one method of adver- 
tising, such as signboards? Small ad- 
vertisers should think more about 
their advertising and ask the advice 
of real advertising men, not fakers."

Her spoclalty 
Is Eskimo dogs. v>hlch she brepde and 
trains for the market. Thn market Is 
not very largo, but It Is sufficient to 
mnkr. It worth hrr whllo to ralso and 
train the best posstbln Eskimo dogs 
It la not the food market, nor the or- 
dinary dog market. It is the market 
for Eskimo dogs which are trained for 
Arctic exploration. 

If you drclrle to make a Journey to 
one of the poles, you know that Eski- 
mo dogs are absolutely essential. 
You can get good Eskimo dopa In 
Greenland, er In Alaska. Put the 
good dogs In Greenland may not be 
exported except by special permission 
of the Danish government; and tan 
good dogs In Alaska arc not so good. 

One trouble with ordinary Eskimo 
dotrs is that they have no breeding 
and no discipline. They will obey the 
master with whom they have been 
brought up. but when they start after 
fish or other gnme, even their master 
can control them only by the exercise 
of brute force. P'or the purposes of 
your exploration you need dogs that 
will obey orders given by a white 
man, dogs that at*e broken to the har- 
ness and are not afraid of work, dogs 
that have learned team work. 

It la this kind of dog that Mrs. 
Scott raises for the market. Her ken- 
nels have only pure blooded animals 
of carefully selected stork, nnd from 
earliest puppyhood she trains them In 
how to eat and how to work. When 
she gets through with an Eskimo dog 
the animal Is not nearly so ferocious 
as one that Just "growed up" In the 
surroundings of an Eskimo village 
They adapt themselves quickly to new 
masters, and they have acquired good 
eating manners, so that they are not 
so likely to attack the cupboard or 
fresh game. 

Mrs. Scott feeds her animals no 
meat except peniniican nnd dried fish 
brought from Norway; a large part 
of the diet Is a specially prepared 
biscuit. She has supplied trained 
dogs for a number of Arctic and Ant- 
arctic expeditions.— Scientific Aaier 
ican. 



SEEM TO HAVE LONG LIVES 

Politicians, in England, at Least, Find 
It One of the Healthiest of 
Professions. 

Politics would appear to be among 
the healthy professions. Judging by the 
number of members of both houses of 
parliament who have passed the age 
of three score and ten. The lords, 
whose legislative duties are leBS stren- 
uous, have, however, a larger number 
of veterans In their ranks than the 
commons, aB there are 23 peers who 
have reached eighty and over, while 
only 19 members of the lower house 
have seen their seventieth birthday. 

The oldest peer is the earl or 
U'emyss, who Is ninety-four years old. 
l.ord Strathcona and the duke of 
Crafton following with ninety-two and 
ninety-one years respectively, to their 
credit. Mr. Samuel Young, who is 
ninety, in spite of his name, is the 
doyen of the commons, Mr. Thomas 
Hurt, the father" of the house, being 
only seventy-five, and junior in regard 
lo age to Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, Mr.

They made him a corporal at Lodi 
and a sergeant at Castlgllone; and 
hence the surname of "Petit Caporal." 
which v. as for a long time applied to 
Napoleon by the soldiers. 

How subtle Is the chain which 
unites the mbBt trlviul circumstance to 
the most important events! Perhaps 
this very nickname contributed to hia 
miraculous success on his return In 
1816. While he was haranguing the 
first battalion, which he found It nec- 
essary to address, a voice from the 
ranke exclaimed, "Vive notre petit 
caporal! We will never fight against 
him!"

Postmaster General Hitchcock has 
Just approved the regulations which 
cover In detail the articles which may 
or may not be sent by parcel post 
These regulations are now being 
turned off at the government printing 
office on a "rush order" and they will 
be distributed as rapidly as possible. 

The rules as to what can be sent 
and what cannot be sent and the in- 
structions for the preparation of mall- 
able articles with other "official ad- 
vice" are given here as they have Juat 
been prepared by the postofQco de- 
partment in Washington. 

The minimum rate will be five cents 
for the first pound and three cents for 
each ndditlonal round to nny point not 
exceeding f.fty miles from the office of 
mailing; the local rate, which is five 
cents for the first pound and one cent 
for additional pound, applies to all 
parcels the delivery of which does not 
Involve their transportation on rail- 
way lines. The rates Increase for 
each successive one of the eight zones, 
the maximum rate being twelve cents 
a pound, which will carry a parcel 
across the continent or to any of our 
possessions. Parcels will be limited 
to eleven pounds in weight and six 
feet In length and girth combined. 
Mailable Perishable Articles. 
Butter, lard nnd perishable articles 
such as fish, fresh meats, dressed 
fowls, vegetables, fruits, berries and 
articles of a similar nature that decay 
quickly, when so packed or wrapped 
as to prevent damage to other mall 
matter, will be accepted for local de- 
livery either at the office of mailing or 
on any rural route starting therefrom 
When inclosed In an inner cover and 
a strong outer cover of wood, met- 
al, heavy corrugated pasteboard or 
other suitable material and wrapped 
so that nothing can escape 
from the package, they will be ac- 
cepted for mailing to any offices with- 
in the first zone or within a radius of 
BO miles. Butter, lard, or -any greasy 
or oily substance intended for deliv- 
ery at offices beyond the first zone 
must be suitably packed. Vegetables 
and fruit that do not decay' quickly 
will be accepted for mailing to any 
zone if packed so as to prevent dam- 
age to other mail matter. Eggs will be 
accepted for local delivery when se- 
curely packed in a basket or other 
container. Eggs will be accepted for 
mailing regardless of distance when 
each egg is wrapped separately and 
packed in a container. 

There is no restriction on salted, 
dried, smoked or cured meats and 
other meat products, but fresh meat 
iif any form will be transported only 
within the first zone. 

Parcels containing perishable arti- 
cles must be marked "PERISHABLE." 
and articles likely to spoil within the 
time reasonably required for trans- 
portation and delivery will not be ac- 
cepted for mailing. 

Manufactured Articles. 
Manufacturers or dealers Intending 
to transmit articles In considerable 
quantities are asked to submit to the 
postmaster for approval a specimen 
parcel showing the manner of pack- 
ing. 

When sharp pointed instruments are 
offered for mailing, the points must be 
capped or encased. Blades must be 
bound so that they will remain at 
tached to each other or within their 
handles or sockets. 

In' Powders, pepper, snuff, or other 
similar powders not explosive, or any 
similar pulverized dry Bubstance, not 
poisonous, may be sent when Inclosed 
in cases made of metal, wood or other 
material to render impossible the es- 
cape of any of the contents. Flour 
of all kinds must be put up in such 
manner as to prevent the package 
breaking or the flour being scattered 
in the mails. 

Queen Bees and Nursery Stock. 
Queen bees, live lsectB, and dried 
reptiles may be mailed in accordance 
with the regulations- that now apply to 
other classes of mall. 

Beads of fruit, nursery stock, and all 
other plant products for preparation 
may be mailed under the same con- 
ditions. 

Confectionery and Soap. 
Candies, confectionery, yeast cakes, 
soap In hard cakes, etc., must be In- 
closed In boxes and bo wrapped as to 
prevent Injury to other mail mat- 
ter. 

Sealed original packages of propri- 
etary articles, such as soaps, tobacco, 
pills, tablets, etc.. put up In fixed 
quantities by the manufacturer, and 
not in themselves unmallable, will 
be accepted for mailing when properly 



oy It, or 
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Millinery. 

Fragile articles, such as millinery, 
toys, musical Instruments, etc., and ar- 
ticles consisting wholly or In part of 
glass, or contained in glass, must bo 
securely packed and the parcel stamp- 
ed or labeled "FRAGILE. " 

Unmallable Matter. 

The following matter is 
mailable by law: 

Matter manifestly obscene, lewd, or 
lascivious; articles Intended for pre- 
venting conception; articles intended 



tter otherwise mailable bv law. the 
outride cover or wrapjwr of which 
bears and delineation or language of 
a libelous, scurrilous, defamatory, or 
threatening character. All such mat- 
ter, when deposited In a post office or 
found In tho mails, shall be withdrawn 
and sent to the divisions of d* id let- 
ters. 

Intoxicants, Poisons and Inflammable 
Materials. 

Spirituous, vinous, malted, ferment- 
ed, or other Intoxicating liquors of any 
kind; polnons of every kind, and arti- 
cles and rnmposltlons containing poi- 
son, ponsonous animals. Insects and 
reptiles; explosives of every kind; In- 
flammable materials (which are held 
to Include matches, kerosene oil, gaso- 
line, naphtha, benzine, turpentine, de- 
natured alcohol, etc.). Infernal ma- 
chines, and mechanical, chemical or 
other devices or compositions which 
may Ignite of explode; disease germs 
or scabs, and other natural or artifi- 
cial articles, compositions or mate- 
rials of whatever kind which may 
kill, or In any wise Injure another or 
damage the mall or other property. 
Pistols, Animals and Birds. 
Pistols or revolvers, whether in de- 
tached parts or otherwise; live or 
dead (and not stufTedi nnlninls. birds, 
or poultry, except as elsewhere pro- 
vided; raw hides or pelts, guano, or 
any article having a bad odor will 
not be nduiltted to the mails. 
Treatment of Undeliverahle Parcels. 

Pcrltdiable matter will be delivered 
as promptly as possible, but if such 
mntter can not be delivered and be- 
comes offensive and Injurious to 
health, postmasters may destroy 1 
the injurious or offensive 
thereof. 

Undellveruble perishable matter 
which In Its nature does not become 
offensive or injurious to health may 
be delivered by postmasters to the 
proper local municipal authority to be 
distributed to hospitals, asylums or 
other charitable or reformatory insti- 
tutions. If there Is no such municipal 
authority, the mntter may br> deliver- 
ed to any charitable institution or or- 
ganization making application there- 
for. If no application is made, the 
matter will be destroyed at the ex- 
piration of two weeks. 

Parcels Improperly Packed. 
Postmasters will refuse to receive 
for mailing parcels not properly in- 
dorsed or packed for safe shipment. 

When parcels on which the postage 
Is wholly unpaid or insufficiently pre- 
paid is deposited for local delivery 
and the sender la unknown, notice of 
detention need not be sent but such 
matter will be delivered and the defi- 
cient postage collected from the ad- 
dressee by the carrier. If the ad- 
dressee refuses to pay the postage 
the matter will be sent to the Di- 
vision of Dead Letters. 

Insurance on Parcels. 
A mailable parcel on which the 
postage is fully prepaid may be in- 
sured against loss In nn amount equiv- 
alent to its actual value, but not to 
exceed |50, on payment of a fee of 
ten cents In parcel post stamps, such 
stamps to be affixed. 

When a parcel is insured, the sen- 
der will be given a receipt showing 
the office and date of mailing and 
number of the parcel. 

When a return receipt is desired by 
the sender of an Insured parcel the 
postmaster at the mailing office will 
note the request on the margin of 
the Insurance tag. and the postmaster 
at the office of address will obtain 
from the addressee a receipt and mail 
It to the sender. 

The liability for indemnity shall 
cease when delivery has been effect- 
ed. 

Forwarding of Parcels. 
Parcels may be remailed or for 
warded on the payment of additional 
postage at the rate which would be 
chargeable if they were originally 
mailed at tho forwarding office, in 
which case the necessary stamps will 
be affixed by the forwarding postmas- 
ter. Payment must be made every 
time the parcel Is forwarded. 

Preparation for Mailing. 
Parcels must be prepared for mall 
lng in Buch manner that the contents 
can be easily examined. A parcel will 
not be accepted for mailing unless it 
bears the name and address of the 
Bender preceded by the word "From 

In addition to the name and address 
of the sender, which Is required. It 
will be permissible to write or print 
on the covering of a parcel, or on a 
tag or label attached to it, the occu- 
pation of the sender, and to indicate 
in a small space by means of marks, 
letters, numbers, names or other brief 
description, the character of the par- 
cel, but ample space must be left on 
the address side for the full address 
In legible characters and for the ne- 
cessary postage stamps. Inscriptions 
Mich as "Merry Christmas," "Please 
do not open until Christmas." "Happy 
New Year," "With best wisheB," and 
the like, may be placed on the cover- 
ing of the parcel in such 
not to Interfere with the 
Distinctive 
The law requires that the postage 
on all matter must be prepaid by 
distinctive parcel post stamps affixed. 
Postmasters cannot receive for mail- 
ing parcels that do not bear such 
stamps. 

Parcel post stamps are not valid for 
the payment of postage on matter of 
the first, second, and third classes, 
■ed for that purpose, the 
to which they are affixed shall 
as "Held for postage." 
Maps and Guides. 
Parcel post mapa, with accompany- 
ing guides, are to be sold to the pub- 
lic at their cost, 76 cents, through the 
chief clerk of the post office departr 
m.nt. In ordering maps care 
should be taken to specify the post 
office from which the postage 
are to be determined.

Paper hag cooking is a liberal 
cation In other things beside 
and flavor. It teaches you to beware, 
alao to take care. The being ware 
applies particularly to the bags them- 
aelvei— their car* and keeping, no 
less their use. 

If the paper bag habit Is firmly es- 
tablished do not keep the bags lying 
about loose, nor huddled In drawers, 
nor, worst of all, rolled up or crum- 
pled. A large part of their value Is 
risked by such crumpling. I>et them 
lie flat where It la dry, cool and airy. 
Of course, protect them from dust. 

To this send get a light wooden 
box, nail shelves Inside It, say two or 
three Inches apart, and hinge on a 
door, or hang a washable curtain 
over the front of It. Lay the bags 
upon the shelves, each size separate. 
It may be well to mark the bag-sizes 
on the shelves holding them. 

Lard, butter or drippings for greas- 
ing the bags should be kept in small 
wldo-mouthed glass Jars, with close- 
flttlng glass tops. 

Roulade of Veal.— O-t half a breast 
of veal, bone it carefully, lay it on a 
board, skin side down, season with 
salt and pepper, and spread thickly 
over It sausage stuffing. To make 
the stuffing take half pork sausage 
meat and half well dried bread 
crumbs and moisten with a beaten 
egg and enough milk to make it stick 
together, but not to make it wet. Roll 
up carefully and tie with clean string, 
taking care especially to keep the 
ends close. Rub over with butter or 
dripping and put in a well buttered 
bag, laying around it slices of carrot, 
turnip and onion. Cook for five min- 
utes In a very hot oven, tbjen slack 
heat half, and cook for- forty-five 
minutes more. 

Saute of CWcken with Mushrooms. 
—Cut a young tender chicken into 
Joints, trim off all projecting bones, 
season with salt and pepper— not too 
highly— and brush over with melted 
butter. Put into a well-buttered bag 
with eight large or twelve small mush- 
rooms, cut In slices. Add a pinch 
of herbs, a very small onion, and half 
a gill of good white stock. Seal bag 
tight, give ten minutes In a very hot 
oven, then thirty In moderate heat. 
Take up on a hot dish and keep hot 
while you make the gravy. Take for 
the gravy the hot liquor from the bag, 
put It In a bowl with the yolk of an 
egg beaten up in half a gill of cream. 
Stir hard over hot water, but do not 
let boil. When thoroughly blended, 
pour over the chicken, garnish with 
chopped parsley, a few mushroom 
heads and half moons of crisp puff 
paste. Serve as hot as possible. 

Luncheon Savories.— Spread small 
thin round water crackers with an- 
chovy paste mixed half and half with 
butter, lay upon the paste a thin slice 
of ripe tomato, over that a sprinkle 
of grated cheese, then a slice of ban- 
ana, mere grated cheese, and on top 
a slice of pickled walnut. Season as 
you pile with a suspicion of salt and 
paprika, and pour a little melted but- 
ter over all. Cook in a buttered bag 
ten minutes in a fairly hot oven.

TRACE ALPHABET FAR BACK 

Belief That It Had Its Origin With 
tha Phoenicians Proved to Be 
A NrV 1*0 HQ On©. 

In a lecture at the Royal Institute 
Prof. Flinders Pletrle attacked the 
long acepted theory that the origin of 
the alphabet Is to be found In Phoeni- 
cia, whence It came from Kgyptlan 
hieroglyphics. 

According to Professor Petrle, the 
researches of the. last twenty years 
have shown that signs were earlier 
than pictures and that it was the sign 
that survived to become the alpha 
and beta of one civilization and the 
A D C of another. 

Just a* the philologist had dtscov- 
fred one entire system of languages, 
io the alphabetnrlan had discovered 
In the diversity o' alphabets an orig- 
inal prototype of all. In Professor 
Petrie'e words, "The Phoenicians are 
people of yesterday compared with 
those who wrote the signs that are 
;he origin of all a»phal>ets." 

It was to pottery, said the profes- 
sor, that Egyptologists and others 
were Indebted for these signs, and 
their development was worked out on 
these lines. Flatnose made a pot and 
put a mark on It to show that it was 
his. In time, because It was his mark, 
the sign stood for Flatnose himself, 
and then the sign became attached to 
i sound irrespective of the thing It- 
self. Gradually the wearing down 
went on until the sign stood, not for 
a sound, but a syllable, and then for 
a letter. 

The signB. of course, were not an 
alphabet; that did not arrive until 
perhaps 1,000 I). C, whereas signs 
were found In early prehistoric Egypt, 
probably 7.000 R. C. Proofs of thla 
common origin were plentiful, for the 
signs spread by trade far north and 
south, and appeared similarly In 
Runic, Iberian and Karlan. and yet 
were unknown In Phoenician.

Egg Membrane for Skin 
For a long time doctors have been 
looking for a good substitute for hu 
man skin for grafting. The posslbll 
Ity has lately been demonstrated by 
taking the membrane that lines the 
shell of newly laid eggs, plastering It 
over the burn, and making It grow as 
human skin. The discoverer of this 
process was treating a child which had 
previously been burned, and in break- 
ing a raw egg which he desired tha 
child to swallow dropped part of tha 
membrane by accident upon the burn 
and bandaged the wound. Later on 
it waa discovered that the accidental 
placing of the egg membrane over tha 
burn had caused cells to augment In 
number and gradually to extend over 
the wound until, at the end of 
weeks, the surface was completely 
covered with the new skin. The treat- 
ment was called to tbe attention of 
physicians and It la now being used

PAPER BAG DINNER. 

By M. Soyer, Chef of Brooks' Club, 
London. 

Roulade of Beef— Take a pound of 
cold roast beef, free of fat, and skin, 
put it through the mincing machine, 
and add to it six ounces of minced 
ham or bacon, fat and lean together. 
Season highly with pepper and salt. 
Add a teaspoonful of minced olives, 
a few drops of tobasco, a teaspoonful 
of minced parsley, a grate of lemon 
peel, and a dust of nutmeg. Mix well, 
then add four ounces of macaroni, 
cooked and cut into bits and then 
tossed In butter. Mix again, then add 
the yolks of two eggs well beaten, 
and. last of all, the whites whipped 
stiff. When all this Is thoroughly 
mixed, roll up in well-greased Soyer 
paper (a side or end of a bag cut for 
the purpose), put In a greased bag, 
fold, clip, put on broiler, and bake 
twenty-nve minutes in a moderate 
oven. Serve with a thick tomato 
sauce. 

Potatoes Maitre d'Hotel.— Cut up 
six cold boiled potatoes. Put in a 
well-buttered bag, with half a glass of 
milk, an ounce of butter, salt, pepper, 
a grate of nutmeg, and a little chopped 
parsley. Fold and clip bag, and cook 
for flfteeu minutes. 

Spinach.- Pick and wash clean, but 
leave as wet as possible. Put in a 
bag, with a little sugar and a pinch 
of salt. Seal bag. and cook for thir- 
ty-live minutes. Stand broiler on a 
plate, prick the bag. let the water 
drain out. then dish up, and add a 
lump of butter, dust with black pep- 
per and serve. 

Peach Roll. — Make a good crust, 
as for shortcake, but rather softer, 
divide, and roll each half Into a long 
slip. Sift sugar upon the bread-board 
rather acantlly. Lay the rolled crust 
upon It, then sift sugar over the up- 
per side of it. Cover the sugar with 
ripe, Juicy peachea sliced very thin. 
Sprinkle on more sugar, dot here and 
there with bits of butter, and roll up, 
pinching the ends tight. Slip the roUs 
Inside a greased bag— the nearer they 
fill it the better. Lay on the upper 
shelf of the stove, and cook thirty 
,n!nutes.
